COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 18—Sur­ 
prised by the abrupt term ination of 
testimony against Probate Judge 
Homer Z. Bostwick , who is on trial 
charged with using his office to 
regain a diamond ring from Mrs. 
Opal Eversole, attorneys for the 
judge today planned two moves to 
halt ouster proceedings 
against 
him. 
Charging many “were coerced” 
into signing petitions ask ing t**e 
judge’s removal. Bostwick ’s attor­ 
neys were to ask that the case be 
dismissed for failure of proof of 
sufficiency of the petitions. 
The charge that attorneys for 
the complainants have failed to 
link the judge with alleged threats 
to bring perjury charges against 
Mrs. Eversole unless she returned 
the ring to Bostwick , following her 
m arriage, also was to be made. 
If the judge, who was said to 
have given Mrs. Eversole an auto­ 
mobile in addition to a ring dur­ 
ing their “platonic 
friendship,” 
ever threatened to have her pro­ 
secuted for neglecting 
to state, 
when she applied for her fourth 
m arriage license, that she had been 
m arried three times before, Bost­ 
w ick ’s attorneys say it never has 
been proved.

GO TO DETROIT 


‘Big Push’ Is On As Natio nal 
Co nv entio n Date* Nears; 
O’Neil Talks. 


DETROIT, Sept. 18—The “big 
push” is on today. 
Thousands upon thousands 
of 
w ar veterans began arriving in De­ 
troit by automobile, airplane, train 
and boat for the thirteenth annual 
convention of the American Legion 
which formally opens Monday. By 
Sunday night, it is expected, 100- 
000 ex-service men will have con­ 
gregated here. 
Among the early arrivals for the 
conclave was National Commander 
Ralph T. O’Neil. The business ses­ 
sions of the convention, he said, 
would be confronted with two m a­ 
jor issues, unemployment relief and 
the soldiers’ bonus. 
O'Neil adm itted that he expected 
the prohibition issue to be thrown 
before the delegates.

The diabetic should be placed on 
a diet his sy stem can handle. This 
is determined hv accurate measur­ 
ing o f the fo o d in terms o f calo ries. 
Care is taken to limit carbo hy drates 
to the v ery minimum. 
In many cases o f diabetes Slkk 
regulatio n is sufficient. 
Then it is 
no t necessary to take insulin, the 
reco gnized remedy fo r the co ntro l 
o f this disease. 
But witho ut in­ 
sulin it is essentia) to refrain fro m 
the o ffending fo o d substances. 
The diet o f the diabetic need no t 
differ fro m the diet o f the no rma!

A powerful tribe of Indians had 


their villages on the

Plains. Exasperated by the conduct 
of the white man, realizing that 
they were being crowded out of 
their homes and losing their hunt- 
ing grounds which meant life and 
happiness to them and their fam- 
ilies, they determined to unite with 
other tribes against the common 
foe and settle the matter in a de- 
cisive battle. 


Dunmore divided his army, send- 


ing part of it under Col. Lewis to 
the mouth of the Great Kanawha, 
while he struck across the country 
to the Pickaway Plains where the 
Indians had their settlements. On 
the eve of Col. Lewis' departure 
from Point Pleasant he was sur- 
prised by a large body of Indians 
and an engagement took 
place. 


There was no decisive victory on 
either side. The Indians withdrew 
and Lewis (whose brother 
had 


been killed in the battle) marched 
north to meet Dunmore. They met 
in the neighborhood of the Logan i 
Elm which was then the largest!

A powerful tribe of Indians had 
their villages on the 
Pickaw ay 
Plains. Exasperated by the conduct 
of the white man, realizing that 
they were being crowded out of 
their homes and losing their hunt­ 
ing grounds which m eant life and 
happiness to them and their fam ­ 
ilies, they determined to unite with 
other tribes against the common 
foe and settle the m atter in a de­ 
cisive battle. 
Dunmore divided his army, send­ 
ing part of it under Col. Lewis lo 
the m outh of the G reat Kanawha, 
while he struck across the country 
to the Pickaw ay Plains where the 
Indians had their settlem ents. 
On 
the eve of Col. Lewis’ departure 
from Point Pleasant he was sur­ 
prised by a large body of Indians 
and an engagem ent took 
place. 
There was no decisive victory on 
either side. The Indians withdrew 
and Lewis (whose brother 
had 
been killed in the battle) marched 
north to m eet Dunmore. They met 
in the neighborhood of the Logan 
Elm which was then the largest 
tree in the neighborhood.

Dunmore held a conference with 
the 
Indians, Cornstalk and th e , 


This battle lessened the menace 
on the frontier and released men to 
help later in the 
struggle 
with 
England and thus achieve indepen­ 
dence for the American Colonies.
